In the response submitted, applicant argued that neither Meyer nor Nevarez teaches "a call parameter data structure for storing call 
parameters and return values". Examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that Meyer teaches using a call stack to store parameters 
[i.e. p. 18, paragraph 0258] and return values [pp. 21 - 22, paragraph 0282]. In addition, Table 14 also includes code identifying a call 
stack as both an input parameter and output parameter [[pCallStaCk, Table 14, pp. 15 - 16]. Therefore, the combination of Meyer and 
Nevarez teaches applicant's invention as claimed. 
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
